Russia is only six weeks old, we have 
already heard more complaints from war 
correspondents and the journals which they: 
represeat than in any previous campuign. 
The complaints refer, it is hardly necessary 
to say, to the. obstacles put in the way of 
correspondents by the Japanese military 
and naval authorities, We bave read Litter | 
remarks in letters fiom correspondents and, 
in certain quarters, almost 2s bitter leading 
articles endorsing the said remarks, Japan 
has been warned that she will forfeit the 
sympathy of her well-wishers if she con- 


.. | members of the Consular body. 


tinues to. prevent details of her strategic 
movements reaching ‘the newspaper public. 
‘Waventuretosay thut this is nonsense. Doubt- 
less people brought up, as far as their read- 
ing is concerned, on sensitions dished up for 
them by the newspapers, are disappointed 
when they cannot get, with their breakfasts 
or at their clubs, the latest, news “ from the 
‘front.’ But Japan is not fighting to anruse 
the nowspaper-reading public or even to pay 
the war correspondents’ salaries, She is 
fighting for her existence as 8 Power in the 
‘world. Is.is pact. of the essence of her 
atruggle for lifo that her blows shall be 
struck from the derk, that her great enemy 
shall not know beforehand where he is goimg 
” to be struck. Noy itis the war correspou- 
dent's business—hir duty to his employers 
‘and his readers—to reveal Japan's strategy. 
Bui can he exped-the Japanese to allow. 
him, to. rain. theit plans in order. that .a 
certain number .of: British, “American, or. 


other readers may. be gratified with a. fall 


knowledge of “whet is going: on, or 


Tt 
that certain number .of uews- 
papers may increaso their circulation 
and correspondents add to their reputation ? 
When these bitter complaints are male 
avainst Japan, the complainants evidently 
yield to their feelings of the moment. . Yet 
they should know that in the South African 
War incalculable. harm was doue to the 
British cause by the reports of war corres-

pondents being telegraphed back from 
Europe to the Boers ; that Lord KrrenExER 


lin the Soudan restrietel very firmly the 
\ freedom of newspaper ‘men aeconipan ying 


the forcos; nnd that the Rusyians in’ the 
present war are sen-ling to Europe only 
official reports, Why, then, should the nation 
fighting against such cnormous odds as i3 
Japan weleome the revelation of her move- 
ments to the world in general and her enomy 
in particular? It was stated recently that 
all correspondents whe had been allowed to 
yo to the front with the Japanese troups in 
Corea have now been commanded to go bark. 
This information has nut been confirmed, 
hut such a step does tot ‘seem inprobable 
if journalists allow 
censorship restrictions to embitter their

papers in the East and csowhere, sulfur by 
the stoppage of news from the North; 
nevertheless, we do not think that Japan is 
therefore worthy of abuse for adopting a 
restrictive policy with regard to war news. 
Vosation at lack of news is natural, but to 
allow it to influeuce onowith cegard to one’s 
attitude. to” the nation whose Government 
stops the. news is unworthy of a serious 
writer,
